WNERS of the Catlin tract

Park are raising $328,000 as 
a first payment on the property 
now used by the Rock Island rail- 
road for freight yards. The proper- 
ty extends from Union avenue to 
De Baliviere avenue, and fronts 
2% feet on Union avenue and 184 
feet on De Baliviere. The Rock 
Island railroad paid $430,000 for the 
property when it entered St. Louis 
about eight years ago. 

W. K. Bixby, Daniel Catlin, Fes- 
tus J. Wade and others are inter- 
ested in the movement to buy the 
property and remove the railroad 
tracks. The Rock Island will have 
little use for the property when it 
completes its North St. Louis inde- 
pendent terminal system. 

Its trains are taken into Union 
Station and the Terminal freight 
yards over the Wabash tracks. The 
property owners interested propose 
to a&k the Municipal Assembly to 
grant the Wabash railroad the right

The Rock Island Railroad Co. 
has completed plans for a mam- 
moth independent terminal sys- 


tem in North St. Louis, covering 
38 acres. Since its divorce re- 
eently from the Frisco the Rock 
Island. has been preparing to 
make St. Louis one of its great 
freight and passenger traffic 
centers and will spend three 
millions of dollars in the im- 
provement of its facilities. 

An appropriation of approx- 
imately $4,000,000 has been 
made for the reconstruction and 
shortening of the St. Louis and 
Kansas City line of the system. 
The line between St. Louis and 
Kansas City is to be reduced 10 
miles, giving the Rock Island 
the. short line between those 
cities. Through trains from St. 
Louis to Colorado, Texas and 
California, connecting with the 
Chicago trains at Kansas City, 


will be put in service. 

All the freight traffic will be diverted 
from the main Ifne at its intersection 
with the Terminal! outer belt at Olivette 
in St. Louis County and switched into 
the yards in North St. Louis. 

The independent terminal system will 
be built between Adelaide and Luther 
4venues, a distance of 17 blocks, and 
between the Wabash and Merchants’ 
Terminal tracks. The roundhbouses will 
be at Bulwer and Adelaide avenues. 


Te Faciiitate Freight Handling. 

The North St. Louis yards will give 
the Rock Island access to its Biddle 
Street freight houses over its own 
tracks. E. J. O'Neill, general agent of 
the Rock-Island in St. Louis, says the 
new terminal system will enable the 
Rock Island to make. up and load and 
unload its freight trains in one-tenth 
of the time now required b- he use 
of the Terminal Association facilities.

GRAND JURY BUSY 


Special Prosecutor in Police 
Relief Case Turns Over 
Mass of Data. 





The Police Relief Association embez- 
zliements, after many weeks of sensa- 
tional revelatiOns and informal investi- 
gation, are at last, Thursday, in the 
hands of the grand jury. 

Andrew C. Maroney at 9:20 a. m. sub- 
mitted to Circuit Attorney Jones a bulky 
mass of documents, covering his prob- 
ings for more than two weeks into the 
books of the association. The expert 
accountants, W. T. Westermann, H. G. 
Ambrose and W. H. Eathey, who exam- 
ined the books, were subpenaed for 
Thursday afternoon. 

Ambrose, who did most of the work 
on the association books, appeared at 
the Four Courts at 2:15 p. m. and went 
into the grand jury room. 

All the district collectors for the last 
three years were also summoned. Ma- 
roney, not being a sworn officer of the 
State, will not appear before the grand 
jury save as a witness. But he will be 
constantly at hand so that the Circult 
Attorney may avail himself of Maro- 
ney’s special knowledge of the associa- 
tion’s affairs. 

Experts to Testify. 

The testimony of the accountants was 
expected to occupy all the afternoon 
and part of Friday morning. Then the 
collectors will be examined, as ‘it is by 
their testimony and evidence in their 
possession that Jones relies largely toe 
prove embezz!ement. 

“We must prove,’’ said Jones, ‘‘that 
the guilty men actually received the 
money which has disappeared. To es- 
tablish this fact we rely on receipts 
signed by the secretary of the associa- 
tion and delivered to the collectors.” 

Maroney admitted that a considerable 
portion of the evidence he has coilect- 
ed is circumstantial. But his record as 
an attorney shows that he can effect 
more with circumstantial than many 
lawyers can with direct evidence. 

After many delays, it is now expected 
that developments will come rapidly, 
and that the identity of the plunderers 
of the police pension fund will be made 
public within a few days, by means of 
indictments for embezzlement. The 
name of John M. Healy, deposed s¢0- 
retary of the association, has been con- 
rected with the shortage since its dis- 
covery, and he is now at large on & 
$10,000 bond, returnable March 10. Im- 
plicated with him, it is reported, are 
seven other members or former mem- 
bers of the police force, including two 
ranking higher than patrolmen. 

Maroney got cn early start Thursder, 
the day to which all his labors for 
more than two weeks have looked.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 24—A elas); 
has come between the mounted State 
police and the crowds that have been 
stoning street cars during the strike. 
The clash occurred in Kensington, 
where trouble had been feared. 

Fifteen of the mounted men, armed 
with 44-caliber revolvers and heavy riot 
sticks, had been stationed at the dan- 
ger point but a few minutes before 
partially through curiosity a big crowd 
gathered to see Capt. Groome’s men. A 
trolley car passed and the crew was 
jeered by the rapidly increasing gathe,- 
ing. 

Swinging their riot clubs, the 15 troop- 
ers charged the crowd without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation. Quailing before the 
little band of riders, the crowd turned 
and scattered. A few narrowly escaped 
being ridden down by the horsemen. 

Some twenty men dashed through'the 
door of the nearest building. Getting 
pieces" of iron and stone, they turned 
and hurled them through the doorway 
at the troopers, slamming the door and 
then escaping through a rear exit. 

As the door closed following the rain 
of stones and broken iron about them 
several of the troopers pulled their re. 
volvers and fired. The soend of the 
heavy shooting and the thud of the py). 
lets as they sank deep into the thick 
wooden door, threw terror into those 
who had not already fled, and they 
turned and ran tn all directions at ty) 
speed. 

The troopers did not pursue tn an ef- 
fort to make an arrest. Quitely failing 
into line they returned to their forme, 
positions, Three minutes later absolute 
quiet and order prevailed.

The troopers are all picked men, vet~- 
erans of the regular army, who have 
seen riot duty in al parts of the State. 
Their presence is expected to have a sai- 
utary effect upon the lawless element 
that has been wrecking street cars. 

Arriving in the railroad yards in the 
northern section of the city, each com- 
pany quickly detrained their horses 
while a curious crowd looked on. The 
command to mount was given and they 
Clattered along the streets to the Sec- 
ond Regiment Armory, at Broad street 
and Susquehanna avenue, where head- 
quarters have been established. 


Near Scene of Riots. 


The headquarters of the troopers is 
within easy riding distance of the Ken- 
sington Mill district, which is giving the 
police authorities more ooncern than any 
other section of the city. 

The first. ?ttempt to operate cars at 
night since last Saturday will probably 
be made by the company this evening. 
I? there iq as much improvement in con- 
ditions today as there was yesterday the 
night service will be resumed. This is 
regarded as the final test both of the 
reaceableness of the city and of the 
company’s ability to man its cars, 

The casualties as the result of the 
lawlessness stands at three dead, sey- 
eral persons in a serious condition in 
hospitals and more than a thousand 
suffering from lacerations inflicted by 
bullets, police clubs and missiles.

COMMERCE COMMISSION WILL 
HEAR PROTEST NEXT MONTH 


‘HE Interstate Commerce Com- 
H mission will hold a meeting 
in St. Louis March 7 to 18, ac- 
cording to a telegram received 
Thursday by United States Mar- 
shal Morsey, requesting him to 
engage quarters for the commis- 
sion. 

It is probable the commission will 
then hear the protest of the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway against the can- 
cellation of its joint rates with the 
proprietary railroads of the Ter- 
minal Association, 

The protest against the discon- 
tinuance of the rates was filed 
with the commission some time 
ago. 











The Manufacturers’ Railway Co. filed 
an injunction suit Thursday in the 


United States Court against the Ter- 
minal Association, its 14 proprietary 
lines and three other railroads to. re- 
strain them from discontinuing the joint 
tariff rates with the Busch road. 

Judge Adams issued an order against 
the defendant’ corporations citing them 
to appear Feb. 28 and show cause why 
the injunction should not be issued. 

The Independent Breweries Co., the 
St. Louis Basket and Box Co., the Si- 
del-Ganahl Lumber Co., the St. Louis 
Cooperage Co. and the Western Foun- 
dry and Sash-Weight Co. joined the 
Manufacturers’ Railway as plaintiffs. 

The petition alleges that the railroads 
entered into an agreement with the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co. several 
years ago to issue joint tariff rates and 
that these rates have continued in force 
to the present time.

The application for, the injunction is 
filed, the petition stafes, pending a de- 
cision from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on the authority of the 
Terminal Association and its proprietary 
lines to cancel the joint tariffs. The 
only reason given for canceling the 
joint rates, according to the complain- 
ants, is the statement that the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway is not a common 
carrier. 


Doing Interstate Commerce. 
The petition challenges this statement. 


and asserts that the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co. is engaged in interstate 
commerce, having lines on both the 
east and west sides of the Mississippi 
River and an arrangement with the St. 
Louis Transfer Co. for the transfer of 
freight across the river via the Wiggins 
Ferry. 

The Manufacturers’ Railway states 
that {t has protested against the can- 
cellation of the rates, but without avail. 
It alleges that the meeting of the raij- 
roads to effect an agreement to discon- 
tinue the rates was unlawful and in 
restraint of trade. 

The Manufacturers’ Railway is largely 
owned by the Busch interests. Notices 
mailea from the Union Station were 
sent to the road a month ago notifying 
it that the joint rates were to be dis- 
continued.

While srenaiine to attend a theater 
box party, William Lee White, 22 years 
old, son of a millionaire contractor of 
New Orleans, was arrested Wednesday 
night at ‘the request of the Chicago po* 
lice on a charge of being implicated in 
a confidence game.

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PASTOR HEWSON’ 
WIFE SUING FLEES 


Fears Kidnaping and Disap- 
pears as Divorce Case Is 
Called for Trial. 


Mrs. Gertrude Hewson, whose suit for 
divorce against the Rev. HBarl Hewson, 
pastor of Reber Place Congregational 
Church, was continued in the Circuit 
Court at Olayton, Wednesday, has taken 
her 6-year-old daughter, Gertrude, and 
fied from St. Louis, 

She told her friends she had learned 
her husband had planned to kidnap her 
little girl, and that as she felt she could 
not live without the child, she had de- 
cided to run away. She told no one 
where she was going.” 

When Mrs. Hewson was not in court 
Wednesday to prosecute her suit against 
her pastor husband, and her lawyer, 
Loomis C. Johnson, asked for a contin- 
vance. Later, when he tried to reach 
her at the hotel he was told she was 
out. 

Mrs. Hewson told friends before leav- 
ing that her husband had falled for sev- 
eral weeks to pay her a weekly allow- 
ance of $6. She was so alarmed Monday 
when he sent for the little girl to stay 
with him for three days, as ordéred by 
the court, that she refused to let the 
chfld go. 

Instead, she began making quiet but 
hasty preparations for her flight. Mrs. 
Hewson has been living at the Park 
Hotel since her separation from her hus- 
band, four years ago. The manager 
of the hotel says he has no idea where 
she has gone, as she gave no inkling 
of her destination. 

Mrs. Hewson discussed with friends 
the matter of dismissing the divoree suit 
against her husband, but she left no 
instructions to that effect. Hewson has 
been busy all week preparing for the 
divorce trial. When the case was called 
Mrs. Hewson had been gone from st. 
Louis. for 20 hours. 

The trouble between the Hewsons did 
not end with their separation. By a 
ruse Hewson got possession of the child 
immediately after the separation, and 
Mrs. Hewson brought a habeas corpus 
suit to recover it. The Court awarded 
the custody of the child to Mrs. Hew- 
son, but specified that Hewson was to 
have her three days a week. Mrs. Hew- 
son complained because he did not come 
in person for the little girl, but sent 
someone else for her. 

Hewson is still pastor of the Reber 
Place Congregational Church, although 
his domestic troubles involved him in a 
controversy with the Congregationa! 
Ministers’ Alliance, which demanded 
that he and his wife and make up 
before he should be admitted to mem- 
bership.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2—The Federal in- 


vestigation of the beef packers, after 
four weeks of work, and the examination 
of more than 50 witnesses, has narrowed 
down to the attempt to fasten the re- 
sponsébility for the misdeeds of corpora- 
tions upon individuals. 

Men of great importance in the pack- 
ing. world testified yesterday before 
the grand jury, but the climax will be 
reached today, when P. A. Valentifie, 
who married J. Ogden Armour’s sister- 
in-law, the widow of the late Philip D. 
Armour Jr., and is a former vice-presi- 
dent of Armour & Co., now an officer 
of the National City Bank of New York, 
will respond to the subpena. served on 
him at his eastern residence. 

It is now considered certain that the 
National Packing Co. and its constitu- 
ent companies will be indicted as a com- 
bination in restraint of trade. The Goy- 
ernment prosecutors are proceeding cau- 
tiously, however, determined not to in- 
dict unless they can convict, and while 
directors are theoretically responsible 
for the acts of a corporation, their re- 
sponsibility must be brought home to 
them by evidence showing beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that they had knowledge 
of the misdeeds and either ordered or 
confirmed them. 


Will Be Asked About Big Loan. 


Clerks’ testimony, books, documents 
and testimony of independent packers 
and buyers are said to warrant corpo- 
rate indictments. But the personal! tes- 
timony of men hig in the councils of 
the packers will be necessary to war- 
rant indictment of individuals and for 
this reason such men as Valentine and 
those heard yesterday are being. sum- 
moned. Those who testified were: James 
ID. Standish, former secretary of the 
National Packing Co., row president of 
the Hammond-Standish Co. of Detroit, 
a concern founded by the Hammond 
who has corporations in the National 
Packing Co., but which still are inde- 
pendent; John Mathias, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the National Packing 
Co.; E. G.-James, head of the Omaha 
Packing Co., one of the largest of the 
subordinate companies of the National; 
George Edwards, supreme over the New 
York interests of Swift & Co.; John 
Pavitt, manager for Morris .& Co, in 
Baltimore, and Charles W. Thompson 
of the Drovers’ Commission Co., who 
has fought a 20-year battle as an inde- 
pendent buyer in the stockyards. 

Valentine when on the stand will be 
asked as to his knowledge of the loan of 
$15,000,000 which Armour, Swift and Mor- 
ris obtained from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. six 
‘years ago for the purpose of forming 
the National Packing Co. He was in 
charge of Armour’s finances at the time.

The subsidiary corporations of the Na- 
tional Packing Co. said to be scheduled 
for indictment are: The Hammond Pack- 
ing Co. of Illinois, the G. H. Hammond 
Co. of Michigan, Anglo-American Pro- 
vision Co. of Illinois, Omaha Packing 
Co. of Illinois, United Dressed Beef Co. 
of New York, New York Butchers’ 
Dressed Meat Co, of New York, West- 
ern Packing Co. of Colorado, Colorado 
Packing and Provision Co. of Colorado. 

St. Louls Dressed Beef and Provision 
Co. of Missouri and the Plankington 
Packing Co. of Wisconsin. 

The indictment and vonviction of these 
companies would be useful mainly as 
evidence in a subsequent suit in equity 
for the dissolution of the National 
Packing Co. The maximum fine that 
can be imposed on a corporation for 
violation of the anti-trust act is $5000 
for each count. Unless a phenomenal 
number of counts were drawn up, as 
in the Standard Oil case, the fine would 
be insignificant to the financial giants 
on which it is proposed to inflict it.

RUSSO MYSTERY 


Prisoner Was Arrested at 
Meeting to Raise Money for 
Victim’s Burial. 











Antonio Andonino, alias Windie, was 
held Thursday by a Coroner’s jury for 
the death of Pietro Rosso, 19 years old. 
who was struck down early Tuesday 
while on his way to work. The testimo- 
ny at the inquest did not show any mo- 
tive for the act, except that there was 
“an old grudge’’ between the men. 

The chief witness was Joseph Chia- 
vette, who saw. the encounter ‘between 
Rosso and his slayer, and who identi- 
fied Andonino as the assailant. Chia- 
vette was arrested with a companion, 
Tony Ignazio, and said that at the 
Mounted District Police Station he 
urged Andonino to confess, in order that 
the other two might be released. 

“I've got a wife and children in 
Italy,” he testified Andonino answered. 
“and can’t afford to be held in jail 
here.’’ 

Ignazio did not positively identify 
Andonino, but said he looked like Ros-

30 SAVED IN $100,000 FIRE 
THAT BURNS OFFICE BUILDING 


Town of Gary, Ind., Threatened 
by Destruction—Help Sent 


From Chicago. 


GARY, Ind., Feb. 2%4.—More than 30 
lives were saved, several firemen were 
injured and property loss of nearly 
$100,000 resulteg from a fire today when 
the Ohio Building burned. The entire 
town was threatened with destruction 
and appeal was made to the Chicago 
Fire Department for aid. 

Thirty firemen from Chicago respond- 
ed with thousands of feet of hose, and 
after a hard battle the flames were con- 
trolled. It was the worst fire since the 
steel city was founded. 

Among the seriously injured was 
Frank Umdine, # years old, captain of 
the Gary.Fire Department. He fell 20 
feet from a ladder, and has a fractured 
leg, and internal injuries. 

The fire started in the furnace room 
in the basement of the Ohio Building, a 
three-story stone structure in Broad- 
way, between Fifth and Sixth streets, 
in the heart of the business district. 

A negro, who it later developed was 
employed as janitor on the structure, 
was seen running from the basement 
and the police arrested him. 

The flames spread rapidly before the 
first automobile engine arrived. The 
cold was intense and the water froze as 
soon as it touched the burning structure.

MANAGUA MADE 
HAPPY BY VICTORY 
OVER INSURGENTS 


Rebels Flee, Leaving Dead on 
the Field—Four Hundred 
Killed and Wounded. 


By Associated Press, 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 4.—The 
Government's victory appears to have 
been complete in yesterday’s battle near 
Tipatapa. The insurgents three times 
charged at a bridge over the Tipatapa, 
hurling their infantry against Gen. 
Aguilar’s battery of three Maxim guns 
with the fury of despair, but were un- 
able to force a passage of the river and 
retired in disorder, abandoning 600 ri- 
fles, 15,000 cartridges and their baggage 
and leaving their wounded upon the 
field. 

The whereabouts of Gen. Chamorro, 
the leader of the insurgents in the re- 
cent battle, are not known here. 

The report of the Government tictory 
was received with great rejoicing here, 
and the celebration over the news con- 
tinues. 

The story of the fighting was told in 
a dispatch from Gen. Rivas, who was 
in command of the troops that attacked 
the insurgents. According to Rivas, the 
battle began early on Tuesday, the Gov- 
ernment forces assuming the offensive 
by an attack on Tisma, which had been 
occupied by the insurgents who had 
mounted two Maxim guns. These guns, 
commanded by Capt. Godfrey Fowler, 
formerly of the Thirty-third United 
States Infantry, did great execution

The un:form rate of 52 cents a ton to St. Louis.

A Woman Worker’s Experience. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Kindly allow me to voice the sentiments of “A 
Close Observer” and “Trying to Paddle My Own 
Canoe.” About ten years ago I entered the army of 
women workers, as I wished to be prepared to fight 
life’s battle in case I should be called upon to do 80. 
I occupied a position as stenographer and book- 
keeper, alSo did general office work, for $10 a week 
and held this position for four years. My employer 
then. sold out and located in one of the largest 
Eastern cities. After several months he offered 
me the same position I held here with the new firm 
at $75 a month. I accepted this position and remained 
there a year, when I returned at the solicitation of 
my family and have since been at home keeping 
house for the reason that here women in offices are 
expected to do men’s work at half pay. Not long 
ago a successful business man told me he would 
rather have a lady any time than a man for office 
work and that he was going to discharge three young 
men who were drawing jointly $75 a week and get a 
young woman to do the work of these three men and 
pay her $15.a week. 

If I were obliged to earn my own living I would 
choose to live as a servant with some good family; 
there are few positions today in other occupations 
which will enable one to save for an independent old 
‘age. Why women are expected to do the same work 
for half a man’s salary is beyond my understanding, 
especially in view of the fact that most of our young 
men squander their earnings.

DEATH ‘BENEFIT ALSO 


It Embodies Bowling Prizes, 
Christmas Presents and 
Money for Annual Picnic. - 


“To provide for the welfare and hap- 
riness’ of his 6000 employes, Adolphus 
Fusch, through his agents, will estab- 
lish in March an endowment to be 
khown as the Anheuser-Busch Em- 
ployes’ Distribution Funds, which will 
entail an outlay of $75,000 annually. The. 
expense of the innovation will be de- 
frayed by the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association. 
The plans, as formulated by Adolphus 
Busch before his departure for Pasa- 
dena, Cal., were announced by E. A. 
Iaust, second vice-president of the cor- 
poration, at the monthlv- meeting of 
the Anheuser-Busch Employes’ Relief 
Association Wednesday night at 
Moench’s Hall, Seventh and Arsenal 
gtreets. He was accompanied to the 
meeting by Adolphus Busch III, son of 
August and grandson of Adolphus 
Busch. 
The fund is to be divided into six 
departments. The first is a pension 
fund for all employes, then a fund for 
widows and orphans of workmer, a sick 
benefit endowment, to be administered 
by the Relief Association, which has 
been in existence several years; a fund 
for bravery medals and awards, for 
workmen only; an entertainment fund, 
for workmen; the annual picnic fund, 
for all employes; and the Christmas 
presents fund, for office employes only. 
In Hands of Seven Men. 
The admitistration of the funds will 
be in the hands of seven men, who will 
constitute the Board of Directors. The 
president of the corporation, and in his 
absence the first or second vice-presi- 
dent, will be chairman. Three of the 
directors will be selected by the work- 
ingmen and three by the company. They 
will serve without compensation. 

Monthly pensions will be awarded to 
employes who have reached the age of 
65 and who have been in the employment 
of the association for years. About 
sixty employes will immediately qualify 
for pensions. 

Widows of workingmen employed by 
the company for five years before death 
will receive $200; If the workman leaves 
only children, the same sum ‘will be 
paid for them to their guardians. _ 

A gold medal and $100 and a silver 
medal and $50 are the first and second 
prizes established for the two workmen 
who perform.the most meritorious acts 
during each year. Prizes for bowling 
hhave been inaugurated as follows: First, 
silver Chp and $100 in gold; second, $50; 
third, $30, and fourth, $20. A silver cup 
the cash prizes will re-vard the victors 
in the baseball leazgis. The singing 
clubs will receive prizes of $100, $50 and 
$25. 

The directors will appropriate $500 for 
the employes’ annual picnic and $500 for 
various prizes for: the picnic. It will 
vote another appropriation for the 
Christmas entertainment, at which most 
of the prizes will be awarded. Christ- 
mas presents of gold coin will be award- 
ed to the office force.

Senator Tom Kinney, is out of the pen- 
itentiary, to which he was sent a few 
weeks ago to serve a five years’ term 
for registration fraud. The _ circum- 
stances of his release have caused sur- 
prise and some chagrin to the St. Louis 
prosecuting officials who, after a hard 
fight in the criminal courts, succeeded 
in convicting Robinson and three co- 
defendants in registration cases. 

A $1000 appeal bond, signed by Tom 
Egan, whose saloon is headquarters for 
“Egan's Rats,’’ was accepted by the 
State Supreme Court for Robinson’s re- 
lease after Judge Shields, in the crim- 
inal branch of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, had demanded a $5000 bond.

inal Court, in appeal cases, to require 
bonds amounting to $1000 for every year 
of the appellant’s sentence. As Robin- 
son had been sentenced for five years, 
the amount of his appeal bond was 
fixed by “Judge Shields at $5000. Not 
furnishing this bond, Robinson was sent 
to the penitentiary. 
Egan Signs the Bond. 


A few days ago “Fish” McAdams, 
member of the Legislature, and lid club 
proprietor, and T. J. Rowe Jr., attor- 
ney for Robinson, went to Jefferson City 
with Tom Egan, and appeared before 
the Supreme Court. 

Application was made Yor a writ of 

habeas corpus to release Robinson, and 
the court, after hearing the application, 
fixed the bond at $1000. Egan signed 
the bond, and Robinson was released. 
The City Assessor’s records show that 
Egan could not have furnished $5000 
bond. He appears on the assessor’s 
books as having total realty holdings 
of $4460, comprising the lot and build- 
ing at Broadway and Carr street where 
his saloon stands. 
It is an unusual proceeding for the Su- 
preme Court to lower an appeal bond 
fixed by a lower court, particularly 
when the lower court’s requirement is 
for a bond of only normal amount. Only 
one .instance of such action is recalled 
by court officials here, and in that-case 
the bond accepted by the Supreme Court 
proved worthless, and the prisoner 
“‘skipped.’”’ 

Gave Bond and Skipped. 

Morris Brennan, convicted dynamiter, 
was sentenced for 10 years, failed to give 
a $10,000 appeal bond required by the 
court here, and -was released by the 
Supreme Court on a $3500 appeal bond. 
The signer of the $3500 bond proved to 
be insolvent, and the State, following 
Brennan’s disappearance, was unable to 
collect a cent. 
Jimmy Robinson was arrested at Jef- 
ferson City during the last session of 
the Legislature by a police sergeant 
sent from St. Louis. With him in the 
registration fraud cases were convicted 
Cal Branch, with a six-and-a-half-year 
sentence; Milt Holland, two years, and 
Joe Weisman, 2 years. The last named 
three succeeded in furnishing the ap- 
peal bonds demanded by the St. Louis 
court and all are now at liberty pending 
the hearing of their appeals in the 
Supreme Court. ‘‘Col.’’ Ed Butler aided 
in making up their bonds.
